' Washington, May 14.—Secretary Cerlisle 
has decided not to go to Kentucky for the 
present. He cannot well leave Washing- 
ton in face of the senatorial bond investi- 
gation which will begin at once and last 
for several weeks. Senators Uarris and 
Vest propose to push investigation to 
the full extent of the resolution. 

Natur Mr. Carlisie wants to 
hand throughout the investigation. This 
prevents his going to Kentucky in the 
campaign which the administration is mak- 
ing in that state for a gold delegation to 
Chicago. Mr. Carlisle, however, hopes to 
get to Kentucky later and is still in hopes 
of getting a gold standard delegation to Chi- 
cago. Senator Blackburn predicts a solid 
free coinage delegation. 

He May Hold Congress. 

The moment an adjournment resolution 
§s adopted by the two houses of congress 
it is predicied that the president will send 
@ special message to congress detailing the 
financial situation, calling congress to ac- 
count for doing nothing, and resting 
that before it adjourns revenue and finan- 
cial legislation be adopted. It is said that 
he will again ask for authority to issue 
3 per cent bonds instead of 4 per. centers, 
as the present law provides. At the same 
time he will call attention to the draft upon 
the treasury gold which has begun again 
and will ask for legislation relief, proba- 
bly again insisting upon the retirement 
of greenbacks.

CAN TAKE LAN DS. 


The Secretary of the Interior Renders 


a Decision on an Appeal. 

Washington, May 4.—The secretary of 
the interior today decided the case of the 
Gulf and Ship Island Railroad Company. 
which appealed from the. decision of the 
commissioner of the general land office, 
who rejected its indemnity lists .-Nos. 3 
and 5 in Mississippi, for the reasor that 
the company was not.entitled to make 
selections under the act of 1874, for lands 
relinquished under the act of September 
29, 1890, and that the confpany must confine 
its selections, under the act of 1890, to 
even sections in indemnity limits. In a 
voluminous decision the secretary decided 
that the company could take lands in lieu 
of ‘those relinquished under the act of 1874 
anywhere within the limits of the first 
forty miles of its grant, either in the 
granted or indemnity limits, and either 
even on odd sections, or both, which were 
non-mineral and unappropriated at the 
date of the selection; but its right to se- 
lect lands in lieu of those relinquished 
under the act of 1890 will be confined to 
the indemnity limits of the first twenty 
miles of road.

The Summer Exercises for the State 
Tars Arranged. 
Washington, May 14.—rhe programme 
for the summer exercises of the naval 
militia organization in the various states

TAKEN IN LONDON. 


New York City Disposes of Its Entire 
Issue of Three and a Halfs. 

New York, May 14.—It was formally an- 
nounced today by Brown Bros. & Co., the 
bankers, that $4,000,000 of the New York 
city 3% per cent gold bonds which were 
offered for sale in London, on Monday, by 
their ganets there—Brown, Shipley & Co. 
—for the Vermilye syndicate, had all been 
taken on a 3 per cent basis. Brown Bros. 
& Co. declined to give out any figures as 
to the amount of the bids, *etc., saying it 
was not their custom to do so. 

Private advices from London today also 
confirmed the report of the sale of the 
entire issue of bonds. Sterling exchange 
will be sold against these bonds as they are 
paid for, and when the exchange market 
here is favorable. 

There is also $4,000,000 sterling in the 
market or to come in the market on ac- 
count of the Massachusetts state bonds 
sold for Blake Bros. & Co. in London, be- 
sides part, if not all, of the $3,000,000 Pan- 
handle 4 per cent gold bonds, which will 
be offered in London, Frankfort and this 
city simultaneously, tomorrow at 102 and 
accrued interest. The sale of these bonds 
in Europe is, bankers say, the one gleam 
of sunshine visible at the present time 
through the cloud on the financial and 
business world. 

There was some uncertainty today as to 
whether any gold will be exported on Sat- 
urday or not. It was generally considered 
likely, however, that some would be sent 
to Paris by Lazard Freres. 


TO ISSUE TRUST CERTIFICATES. 


The Baltimore and Ohio Ask the Courts 
for Permission To Issue. 

Baltimore, Md., May 14.—The receivers of 
the Baltimore and Ohio Railroad Company 
have applied to the United States court for 
authority to issue $3,400,000 6 per cent car 
trust certificates. 

One-half of the amount will be allotted 
to the Mercantile Trust and Deposit Com- 
pany, Of Baltimecre, and the other half to 
the Mercantile Trust Company, of New 
York.

Jackson Showed Very Little Anxiety 
While the Jury Was Out. 


THE VERDICT IS GENERALLY ‘APPROVED 


Pearl Bryan’s People Are Satisfied. 
J ackson’ s Mother Prostrated. 
She May Die. 


Cincinnati, May 14.—(Special.)—Scott Jack- 
son has been found guilty of the murder of 
Pearl Bryan, and awarded the death pen- 
alty. 

The verdict was read in open court short- 
ly after noon today, and the most sensa- 
tional, thrilling criminal story ever known

in the two states so closely identified with 
it, Was at an end, 

Scott Jackson, cool and deliberate, lean- 
ed out of the window of the attorney room, 
in the new courthouse in Newport this 
morning and chatted as cheerfully with 
his jailer as if it were not a day of judg- 
ment. 

The hands of the clock in the courtroom 
dragged to 9:30 o’ciock and crept slowly up- 
ward, but neither the judge nor the at- 
torneys _— had fought in the case had 
arrived. Twenty-three minutes later the 
jury filed in, and a minute or so after 
Judge Helm said: 

“Gentiemen jof the jury, you have heard 
the evidence; you have read the instruc- 
tions, and the case of the commonwealth 
against Scott Jackson is submitted to you.” 

“You will to your room,”’ ordered 
the sheriff and the twelve men arose, 

It was 9:55 o'clock ag the jury withdrew 
to decide the prisoner’s fate. 

At 12:08 o’clock the jury returned a ver- 
dict of guilty, with the death penalty. 

It was two hours and ten minutes after 
the jury had retired that it returned a 
verdict. When asked to read the verdict, 
Clerk Reuscher read: 

“We, the jury, find the defendant, Scott 
Jackson, guilty of the murder of Pearl 
Bryan, and fix the punishment at death.”’ 

Despite the stringent instructions of the 
judge, there was a murmur of approval in 
the room, and a few even applauded by 
clapping their hands, 

Scott Jackson did not let even an eyelid 
quiver, 

He looked just a shade older, but did not 
show the slightest emotion. He sat mo- 
tionless, his eyes fixed on a table before 
There was not the slightest visible 
emotion in any feature and he 
walked from the courtroom back to his 
cell with a firm and even step. Neither 
Mrs. Bryan nor Mrs. Jackson were in the 
courtroom. 

When court convened for the afternoon 
session Attorney Crawford moved an arrest 
of jurgment on the ground that the indict- 
ment did not state whether Jackson was 
guilty as principal or accessory. This the 
court overruled. Colonel Crawford then 
moved that a new trial be granted the 
prisoner. The motion sets up eight grounds 
of error in the proceedings. Judge Helm 
fixed Saturday, May 23d, to hear argument 
on the motion, 

If a new trial is not granted the case will 
go to the court of appeals. 

The prisoner's mother is completely pros- 
trated over the verdict, while the murdered 
girl's family express gratification. 

JacKson shows signs of weakening tonight 
and says the verdict is a great disappoint- 
ment to him. 

Told to His Old Mother. 

Greencastle, ind., May 14.—(Special.)— 
Word reached the city about 1 o’clock this 
afternoon that Jackson had been sentenced 
to death. The news spread like wildfire, 
and soon knots of men could be seen on 
the street discussing it. It seems to give sat- 
isfaction, outside of the relatives of Jack- 
son. Everybody expected it. 

The telegram’ to Jackson's folks was 
opened by Professor Post at his residence 
on East Washington street. lie read it, 
and silently handed it to his wife, who 
read it and then wept. 

The news was broken as gently as possi- 
ble to the mother, with the quick assurance 
that Scott would yet be acquitted, neverthe- 
less the intelligence completely prostrated 
her, as her nervous system has been at a 
high tension all day in expectation of the 
news. Everyone expressed their sympathy 
for her. , 

The crime of which Jackson has been 
convicted has been the talk of the country 
since the headless trunk of the young 
woman was found, and the murder will 
always be a strange and pathetic story in 
the annals of crime.

The home which Pearl Bryan left Mon- 
day, January 27th, of the present year, 
never to return alive, is a short drive 
from Greencastle. The house in which 
she was the youngest member of a family 
of eight, surmounts a hill that overlooks 
the elms and locusts and church spires of 
Greencastle. The building, a great two- 
story frame, topped with an observatory 
and with a veranda in front, looking to- 
ward the town and about the country for 
miles, is one of the first objects seen by 
the traveler on the train as it approaches 
the station, and the last one seen as it 
disappears. A great lawn in front is in- 
viting because it is great and well kept. 
It is full of fiowers and mounds and creep- 
ing vines clamber and cling about an old 
grapery. The background of this sightly 
place is an orchard which, at this season, 
is variegated with blocm of fruit trees, 
the abundance of which tells that tne 
master of the place is a generous man. 

Scott Jackson's Early Career. 

Scott‘ Jackson, the-man who has been on 
trial, is a young man with a full-face 
beard, grown since he was arrested. He 
has light brawn hair, his whiskers are of 
an ashen hue and he has restless blue 
eyes and a quick, springy gait. He 
dresses neatly and is suave in manner. 
He speaks excellently and has ever been 
noted for his courtesy. His worst,sin in 
Greencastle, while he lived there, was a 
fondness for cigarettes. This is almost 
a crime in Greencastle. Jackson pro- 
fessed a high regard for Christianity in 
Greencastle and was rather fond of so- 
@ety, but his wish was not gratified to 
the extent of his desire, one reason being

with Will Wood, the 
preagher’s son, Pearl Bryan's’ second 
cousin, a young man who seems to have 
not a friend in Greencastle outside of his 
own family. 

Jaekson is the son of a Maine sea cap- 
tain who died years ago. After his 
father’s death Jackson’s mother went west 
and located in Greencastle, where her 
daughter by a former husband lives. Jack- 
son had some trouble in Jersey City, 
while in the employ of a railroad com- 
pany, and ‘was indicted for having a hand 
in some embezzlement, but was never 
tried because he’ turned state’s evidence. 
This information came out on the trial] 
in Newport, Ky. 

Jackson went to Indianapolis to attend 
lectures in a dental college and his mother 
went with him. 

While he was in Dr. Gillespie’s office 
Jackson became intimate with Will Wood, 
the preacher's son, and it is said that Will 
Wood first introduced Scott Jackson to 
Pearl Bryan. What that led to is one of 
the incidents of the story that is now 
known far and near, and the opinion about 
Greencastle is that W ood, the hoosier boy, 
‘played it low down” on ‘the men who had 
crossed the ocean fourteen times and had 
sold corn salve in New York city. The 
Opinion is freely expressed in the open 
Streets of Greencastle that, while Wood 
was never any too good to do what Jackson 
alleges he did, he is not guilty as charged 
by Jackson, who im Greencastle is believed 
to be the one who lead Pearl Bryan from 
the path of purity. 

It is admitted by Dr. Gillespie that when 
he heard of Scott Jackson’s intimacy with 
Pearl Bryan, long before the family had 
any suspicion, which suspicion came ioo 
late to bring about reformation for the girl, 
he advised Scott Jackson to marry Pearl, 
save her name and himself. Scott replied 
that he never would do that. 

Pending this condition of affairs Scott 
Jackson went to Cincinnati, in October, 
1895, to finish his studies in dentistry. He 
there met Walling and they became room- 
mates. Walling is now in the Newport jail 
waiting his trial for the part he is charged 
with having taken in the murder of Pearl 


Bryan. 
Peari’s Fatal Visit. 

Jackson returned to Greencastle to spend 
the holidays in 1895-6, and during that visit 
he asserts Will Wood began negotiations 
with him to relieve Pearl Bryan of her 
condition. It may as well be stated in this 
connection that the autopsy held upon 
Pearl Bryan in February in Cincinnati dis- 
closed the fact that within three months, 
had she lived, she would have become a 
mother. And it was further disclosed that 
the attempts , to remove the cause of her 
condition had’ fai led, and that it was not 
that attempt which caused her death. 

Jackson returned to Cincinnati after the 
holidays to resume his studies. He was 
in correspondence with Will Wood and 
Pearl Bryan touching the condition of the 
latter, and the result of this correspondence 
was the visit of Pearl Bryan to Cincinnati. 
She arrived in the latter city alone Monday 
night, January 28th. The following day 
she sent a note to Jackson, in which she 
signed herself ‘‘Miss Stanley.’’ The mes- 
senger was informed by Jackson, verbaily, 
that he would see ‘“‘Miss Stanley’”’ that day 
at 11:30 at the Indiana house, and he kept 
his word, taking Walling with him, whom 
he introduced as his friend, and who, ac- 
cording to Jackson, agreed to find a‘room 
for ‘‘Miss Stanley,.’’ or, as she then called 
herself, Pearl “Bryan. 

The story is replete with many strange, 
weird situations, each 0 which would make 
a long chapter. 

The finding of the headless body and 
the great want of a-clue by which it could 
be identified attracted the attention of the 
three states about Cincinnati. Then 
when a clue was secured it was by the 
merest accident. 

The girl left her home declaring she was 
going to Indianapolis, and it appears to 
have been the first time she had lied to 
her parents. Her family were reading of 
the horrible find at Newport, when they 
thought she was with friends in Ind‘an- 
apolis. Then the identification of the lady 
bv the sister and brothers as it rested in 
the morgue. It was by the clothing they 
identified her. 

One of the most pathetic features of the 
story was the burial of the trunk by her 
old schoolmates at Greencastle.

THE CUBAN ARMY 
MOVES ON HAVANA 


Maximo Gomsz Is Now at the Head of 
20,000 Troops. 


THE FORCES CONCENTRATED 


Several Engagements Were Reported 
by Spanish Officers. 


REBELS ARE SAID TO HAVE LOST HEAVILY 


Two Americans Recently Captured 
from the Competitor Crew will 
Be Tried. 


Havana, May 14.—It is said that Maximo 
Gomez, the commander-in-chief of the in- 
surgents, has. ordered a concentration of 
rebel forces. On Saturday last he encamp- 
ed with Jose Maceo, Rabo, Carillo, Sera- 
fino and other leaders on the Campana 
ranch near San Juan de las Yeras, 

The combined forces are said to have then 
numbered about 10,000 men. It is believed 
that they have started to march into the 
province of Havana and that they have 
been joined by other forces on the way, 
the whole body now numbering over 20,000 
men. It is expected that they will reach 
the vicinity of Havana about the end of 
the month when hot fighting is likely to 
take place. 

The Rebels Driven Back. 

Havana, May 14.—Colonel Frances re- 
ports leaving Mariel and marching in the 
direction of Hoyo Colorado, in the prov- 
ince of Havana. Upon arriving at Banes, 
the enem attacked the vanguard and 
rear guar of his column, but were re- 
pulsed, th® Spanish troops using their 
artillery. The loss of the rebels is sup- 
posed to have been heavy. They left 
twelve desi on the field. The troops had 
fifteen mes wounded. 

Another section of the same column 
under Mar Trojillo captured a rebel 
camp .neaa Hoyo Colorado and won a 
complete victory over the insurgents. The 
troops attacked the rebels with machetes 
and killed’ fifteen of them. The Spanish 
loss was two men wounded. 

Colonel Zurga has had engagements 
with a force of 2,000 rebels under Carrillo 
and Zayas, who were escorting the insur- 
gent leader,’ Gomez, near Ciego, Romero 
and Remedios, in the Santa Clara prov- 
ince. The rebels were dispersed with con- 
siderable losses. The troops had one lieu- 
tenant and nine soldiers wounded. | 

Captain General Weyler has issued in- 
structions in reference to his recent edict 
calling wpon all peasants to seek refuge 
in the towns. General Weyler is reported 
as saying that the concentration of peas- 
ants in the towns is not obligatory, but 
merely for the benefit of the inhabitants 
themselves. He also says that he is will- 
ing to employ in the army all who will 
surrender voluntarily. He will be an en- 
ergetiga enemy, he says, but generous to 
those who have repented. 

A Spanish Official Organ. 

Madrid, May j4.—The Epoca, an official 
organ, reprints comments of the European 
press, chiefly British and French papers, 
which are favorable to Spain in her dif- 
ferences with the United States, grow- 
ing out of the situation in Cuba. 

Alluding to these comments The Epoca 
expresses hope that the moral support of 
the European rations will finally be con- 
verted from resolutions on their part into 
actions. , ’ 

The barefaced, unjust and defiant action 
of the United States, the paper adds, is 
in opposition to all international law and 
European interests. 

Weyler More Lenient. 

It is announced on authority that tke 
two Americans captured in Finar del Rio 
as alleged fugitives from the filibuster 
Competitor will not be tried by courtmar- 
tial. General Weyler ordered an investiga- 
tion into their case prior to receiving any 
representations from Consul General Wil- 
liams.

Between Great Britain and China on 
Account of a Concession. 
London, May 14.—In respon# for informa- 
tion in regard to the recent cession by 
China to the Russian Steam Navigation 
Company of a portion of the foreshore at 
Che Foo, which was claimed by an Eng- 
lish company, Mr. George N, Curzon, un- 
der secretary for foreign affairs, stated in 
the house of commons this afternoon that 
her majesty’s minister at Pekin had sent 
a cable dispatch to the governor at Lon- 
don saying that a concession had been 
granted by China to a Russian firm at Che 
Foo, by which British vested rights were 
infringed.

In Placing the New Issue of Georgia 
Bonds—He Was Asked How the 
Peopie Liked Russell.

Boston, May 14.—(Specia) ‘\—Hon, W.: Y. 
Atkinson, governor of Georgia, was in 
Boston today on a matter of business for 
the state, his mission being to interest Bos- 
ton capitalists in the new bond issue. -

Naturally Georgia’s governor was sought 
out by the interviewers and especial efforts

If it 
were not for this he thought that Russell 
would be very strong in the south, as 
southerners thought a good deal of him 
and had followed his political career in 
Massachusetts with the greatest interest. 


THE A. P. A’S AT WORK. 


The McKinley Boycott Will Likely Be 
Raised. 

Washington, May 4.—The American Pro- 
tective Association convention today 
adopted a resolution calling-on the advisory 
board to submit its report not later than 
tororrow morning. The board, however, 
is not likely to re: pond before Saturday. 

It has been wrestling with the action of 
its executive committee in boycotting Me- 
Kinley, and the delay is understood to be 
urged in order that it can in the meantime 
break the full ferce of the anticinated 
cersure which that course is likely to 
elicit. 

The temper of the convention, it is said, 
has beén so pronounced in favor of Mc- 
Kinley that the committee has given up 
hope of having its action approved. The 
investigations cf the advisory board thus 
far have dermcrstrated to its satisfaction 
that the executive committed acted in 
gcod faith in puiting out the boycott, The 
committee has fortitied itself with a mass 
of testiniony, which apparently justified 
its conelusions against MclIsinley, buf the 
ecentiment of the convention is strongly op- 
persed to interference in national politics 
before the platforms and nominations are 
made. 

Baltimore is the favorite among 
the delegates for next year’s convention. 

{t is asserted tonight that since the con- 

vention of the American Protective Asso- 
ciation began, the Ohio delegation tele- 
graphed to Mr. Hanna a dispatch, the na- 
ture of which was to prevent Mr, Grosve- 
nor from making any further utterances 
detrimental to Judge Stevens, and that the 
reply to the telegram was of a character 
to thoroughly satisfy the friends of MchKin- 
ley in the association. 
The address of President Traynor which 
was made public tonight, says the associa- 
tion “has passed the probationary mile- 
stone of its existence, and today is a Tre- 
cognized factor in American politics, whose 
favor is openly contested by political lead- 
ers, organizers and postulants for public 
office who, a vear ago, ignored, treated 
with contempt or deounced it.”

SOME MINISTERS IN DANGER 


Vital Statistics Law Makes Them Lia- 
ble—Interesting Reports from 
Chief Veal. 


Tke natural increase of Atlanta’s popu- 
lation amounts to ten each day. For the 
last month this has been the average num- 
ber of births each day according to the 
reports which have been given in at the 
department of the board of health. These 
reports also show that the average num- 
ber of marriages in the city each day 


amounts to five. 

Some weeks ago an ordingnce was in- 
troduced before council making it compul- 
sory for all ministers in the city to re- 
port at the department of the board of 
health every marriage performed by them, 
giving the hame of each party and stating 
the age, residence and occupation of the 
bride and groom. This. report is required 
to be filed within gix days after the cere- 
mony is performed. Failure to report 
makes the minister liable to prosecution 
before the recorder, where, in case of con- 
viction, he is subject to a fine not less 
than $100. The ordinance also requires 
all physicians in Atlanta to register with 
the board of health, stating their home 
and office addresses. They are ordered to 
repo-t all births at which they preside, 
Stating the condition of the child. The 
ordinance requiring all deaths to be report- 
ed has been tin effect some time. It was 
the purpose of the council in passing the 
new ordinances to collect in full all vital 
Statistics of the city. Since they have 
been in operation interesting results are 
shown, The big record books in the office 
of Chief Veal show that ten babies are 
born in Atlanta each dav and that five 
marriages occur. Jt is thought by the 
board of health that some of the ministers 
and doctors either in intentional violation 
or in ignorance of the law have failed 
to report. In this they are subject to 
prosecution and it may be that some radi- 
cal action will have to be taken. 

“IT do not think that all of the ministers 
understand the law.” said Chief Veal yes- 
terday. “Some of them are very regular 
in reporting all marriages performed by 
them, while others have as yet reported 
none. Those ministers who have not re- 
ported are in direct violation of the law 
and are liable to be prosecuted.. All of the 
physicians of the city have not as vet reg- 
istered with this department as the law 
requires. This is something they must at- 


tend to.’’ 
Their Repcrt Out. 

The annual report of the board of health 
is just out in pamphlet form. In his dis- 
cussion of the sanitary affairs of the city, 
Chief Veal brings out some interesting 
features. Upen the subject of the adulter- 
ation of milk he says: 

“Up to date we have granted 796 permits 
to dairymen and milk dealers. Our milk 
inspector has been very diligent in enforc- 
ing the milk ordinance, 1,045 samples of 
milk having been taken and tested by the 
lactometer and cream guage, and 135 pints 
of milk taken for analysis. He has also 
made eignty-five cases in the recorder’s 
co art—fines amounting to $204.50. This has 
had a very wholesome effect, as the city 
is now getting better and purer milk than 
ever before. The greatest complaint now 
is of cows owned by private parties in 
the city. These cows are taken vut daily 
to -meadows and lowlands alone the 
Streams into which the large sewers of 
the city empty, which are ni}re channels 
for the filthiest and most polluted waters. 
In the heat of summer I] have seen cows 
standing in and drinking this liquid pollu- 
tion. In fact, they drink it altogether, as 
no pure water is accessible. The milk of 
these sewer-watcred cows is used in pri- 
vate families,.. fed to the sick and to in- 
fants, and can but-prove vastly injurious 
and highly detrimental to the health and 
strength of our people. This milk we do 
not have access to.” 

Upon this same 
McCandless says: 

“The most important work of the vear 
has been the analysis of milk. Much care 
and attention has been devoted to this 
subject, and a great deal of time con- 
sumed in the work. Attached to this report 
is a tabulated statement of 134 milk anal- 
yses; of this number twenty-three were 
either skimmed or adulterated by the addi- 
tion of water. Cases have been. made 
against the offenders, in which I have ap- 
peared as expert witness on behalf of the 
city against the accused. In no case have 
the accused denied the truth of the charge, 
but have stated in most cases that the 
fraud, if any, was practiced without their 
knowledge or consent. The recorder has 
generally been light im his fines, but has 
stated that he expected in the future te 
be more severe, now that the whole trade 
is well acauainted with the ordinance. 
Although the punishment meted out to 
oficnders has been light, there has been 
a gratifvine improvement in the character 
of the milk supplied to the consumers of 
the city. There are quite a number of 
samples which just come up to the re- 
quirements of the -law. In my _ opinion 
many of these are skiilfully watered. I 
beheve that if every month or two a list 
cf such milks were published with the com- 
ment that while they were up to the leg. 
standard. it was evident that they had 
either peen partially watered, or derived 
from a poor breed of cows or from badiy 
fed cows, such proceedings would, in m; 
opinfon, have a very benefictal effect.’’ 

The annual report gives an interesting

An Atlanta Man at Work 
Big Ship. ie 


IT 1S A SEAWORTHY CRAFT 


Proposes To Put It on the Chatta- 
noochee and Give It a 
Regular Run. 


ee a ED 


Ship building in Atlanta may certainly be 
said to be in its infancy. In fact, it is pret- 
ty certain that such an industry is one 
the existence of which very few have any 
knowledge at all. Yet there is being built 
right in our city a vessel which will 
be so substantially conducted that when 
completed it will be entirely seaworthy. 

The designer and builder of the 
craft is Mr. W. C. Shearer, of 435 Luckie 
street. Mr. Shearer has lived in Atlantag 
ever since 1864. He was among the first’ 
to urge the necessity of a waterworks sys- 
tem for the city. He served a term asa 
waterworks commissioner, where his sound 
Was practically valuable to the 
other members of the commission and the 
city at large. In fact; Mr. Shearer has 
been dubbed by some the father of the 
waterworks system of Atlanta. He has 
grit and self confidence and when he satis- 
fies himself that he is on the right line 
goes ahead and cannot be discouraged by 
those of more timid temperament. 

To the rear of Mr. Shearer’s residence is 
located his foundry and machine shop, 
where he manufactures and repairs almost 
all kinds of machinery. 

“I know what I am talking about,”’ said 
Mr. Shearer to a Constitution representa- 
tive, “and I am gong to show the people 
something. When it comes to knowing 
about water craft I can speak with some 
degree of authority.’’ 

Mr. Shearer then explained that the 
boat over all would be thirty three feet in 
length with a seven-foot beam. It is four 
feet deep amidship. Its draft will be only 
two teet of water, and it can consequently 
be used in rivers where the water is* very 
shallow. While the draft is light, the bout 
is being constructed so that it will have 
sreat power and will be capable of carrying 
ten tons of freight and of towing a vessel} 
four times its own size. The propeller is 
made of the very best quality of cast iron 
and steel combined, giving great strength, 
high Speed and also allowing for excep- 
tionally tine towing qualities. 

The hull has twenty-seven ‘“T”’ steel ribs, 
which. are so braced and strengthened as 
to become almost indestructible in the very 
roughest water and weather. In fact, the 
whole vessel is made of cast iron and stee! 
and so welded together agto btcome prac- 
tically one piece. Large steel rings are 
provided at each end of the boat in order 
that it may be lifted to the deck of a larger 
boat. 

‘It’s all steel and iron,” said the builder. 
“In these. days wood won't do for ship 
building.”’ ‘ 

It could be used to excellent advantage 
on the Chattahoochee river, and Mr. Shear- 
er declares that he could build one or two 
more and run on that’ river the year round.

Tom Jones is the man who killed a man 
named Winters in the courthouse here, but 
fas acquitted. The man for whom the 
officers are now Jooking is the one who 
went to Gallatin the day of the murder 
and bought the buckshot with which Dr. 
Williams wag slain. It is possible that 
there will be four or five other arrests, 
and the trial before Justice Anderson, at 
Gallatin, Friday morning will doubless 
prove sensational. 

The prosecution claims to have a witness 
who overheard the murderers when they 
made the plot to assassinate Dr. Williams.

they say is. contrary to law and which Is 
simply a rule established by the court it- 
self, Allen, however, feels that he _ will 
hang and is trying to prepare himself.

Soon after Tom Allen and others escaped 
from Bibb jail, in February, 1895, the grand 
jury found # true bill against Jailer Nat 
Birdsong ‘or aiding in the escape, of Al- 
len.

PREPARING EXHIBITS. 


The Southern States Exposition at 
Chicago Being Arranged For. 
Augusta, Ga., May 14.—The organzaton 
of exhibits for the Southern States exposi- 
ticn at Chicago is proceeding rapidly. The 
following general exhibits have been de- 
cided upon to show the products of the 
entire south: Forest procucis, in charge 
of Professor B. KE. Fernow, chief of di- 
Vision of forestry, United States agricul- 
tural department; mineral products, in 
charge of Dr. David fT. Day, Unitea 
States yeolegical survey; fibers, probably 
in charge of C. R. Dodge, of United 

States agricultural department. 

Each of the foregoing will occupy at 
least 10,40 square feet. A great feature 
will be race of cotton, cotton products 
aud processes of manrfacture which wil 
require abcut 20,000 square feet. it. will 
comprise the earlicst and the most im- 
proved machinery and c¢very Variety of 
ectton fabric. It is said that this depart. 
ment will be under the direction of a 
widely known expert end prominent in- 
ventor of cotton machinery. 

The tobacco section will be planned un- 
der the advice of Dr. H. BB. Bat™e, direc- 
tor of the United States experiment sta- 
tion, Raleigh, N. C,, and Professer C. E. 
Vanderford, secretary United States expe- 
riment station, Knoxville. Tenn., both of 
whom are eminent authorities on tobacco 
culture. Professor W. C. Stubbs, director 
United States sugar experiment station, 
New Orleans, has been requested [to su- 
pervise the sugar exhibit. With these gen- 
theemen will be associated Professor J. A. 
Holmes, siate geologist of North Carolina, 
who has th ebest existing southern col- 
lection of minerals and forest products; 
Professor Yeates, state geologist of CGeor- 
gia; Messrs. Roche, Nesbitt, Lane and 
Stone, commissioners of agriculture of 
South Carolina, Georgia, Alabama and 
Mississippi. 

A conference of these and other gentle- 
men will be held in Washington probably 
Saturday or Monday, when preliminary 
Plans for arrangement and division of 
space will be submitted and final plans 
adopted by them. These plans are now 
being drawn by Architect C. A. Maxwell, 
of Augusta. They provide for tweh=. 
States and alloy 10,000 square feet for 
each and an equal amount tor general 
exhibits and railroad displays. Applica- 
tions for space now entered aggregate 
about 115,000 square feet. C. D. Parker, 
who had a prominent part in the installa- 
tion of the government displays at Atlanta, 
will probably be appointed chief of instal- 
lation for the south. 

Louisiana and Texas are waking up. In 
response to urgent letters ex-Senator 
Walsh will probably visit those states 
next week to assist in organizing them.

A Wrecking Crew at the F. C. and P. 
Find the Body. 

Savannah, Ga., May 14.—The wreckng 
force at work on the wreck of the New 
York and Florida limited express at An- 
derson Station, oh the Florida Central and 
Peninsular railroad, unearthed the body 
of the little three-year-old son of Mrs. S. 
Nathans, of Brunswick, who was buried 
underneath the first-class coach when it 
went down the embankment in the wreck. 

The body was lying in the mud where it 
had been hurled by the shock of the train 
striking the embankment and the body 
was bruised and torn. Death had been 
almost instantaneous. 

The railroad authorities have a force of 
detectives at work to discover the causes 
that led to the disaster. It is claimed by 
some who were in the wreck and who 
escaped uninjured that the switch while 
it was open could not have been turned 
ahead of the train and that it was turned 
as the train struck it by a truck. The 
facts will be developed at the coroner's 
inquest.

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DESIRE IT REMOVED. 
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Objections to the Site of the National 
Quarantine Station. 

Brunswick, Ga., May 13.—Special.)—Sur- 
geon R. E. L. Burford, in his last annual 
report, just issued, recommended that an- 
other site be chosen for the national quar- 
antine station at this point farther remov- 
ed from the city and out of the line of 
the passage of the daily boats playing be- 
Simon's and Jeky! 
islands and adjacent ports, since he does 
not consider the present site sufficiently 
isolated as to fully eliminate all source of 
danger from proximity to the line of pas- 
sing boats, and the channel being narrow 
and on the side nearest the river. 

The site of the present station is an 
artificial island, made from the accumula- 
tion of ballast. It is.1,000 feet in length 
and 350 feet in breadth, with an average 
height of six feet above the level of high 
tides. It is situated upon the north side 
of Oglethorpe bay, three miles east of the 
city limits, being in a line almost direct 
between the city and the ocean bar, and it 
is separated from the mainland by two 
miles of soft marsh, which is covered by 
water at high tides. 

This line of marsh is divided by Planta- 
tion creek, a wide stream of water, which 
makes it impossible for any one to reach 
the station from any part of the mainland 
without the use of boats. The station is 
equipped with the Jatest improved disin- 
fecting machinery, consisting of a fumigat- 
ing sulphur furnace, with automatic fan, 
steam disinfecting chamber, vacuum pump, 
bichloride and fresh water tanks and steam 
pumps for the application of disinfecting 
solution and is connected to a supply of 
both fresh and sea water. 

In addition to this, it hag a hoisting en- 


gine, ballast cars and track for discharg- - 


Ing ballast of vessels and another ballast 
Wharf to be furnished with equal facilities 
is being provided for by congress and is 
now being constructed. 

The personel of the station from May 
ist to November Ist, when it is in com- 
plete is@lation from the world except by 
telephone, consists of Surgeon Burford, the 
Officer in charge, one eng.neer, one boat- 
man, one cvuoKk and jaundress and one 
hight watchman. 

‘the engineer and boatman do the work of 
disinfecting the crews of vessels, not being 
allowed to remain on board or aid in the 
work in any manner. 

‘The watcnman keeps guard at night over 
quarantine to see that nO communication 
occurs from one vessel to another or from 
other sources. Any individual who might be 
caught on forbidden ground during the 
rigid quarantine season would be detained 
as a menace to public health and subjected 
to the rules governing crews at the station, 
Which means at least seven days’ detention, 
isolation and the disinfection of body and 
clothing. 

Surgeon Burford refers to the pleasant 
relations existing between the quarantine 
administration and the state and local au- 
thorities, and this fact is due greatly to his 
own efficiency and his thorough knowl- 
edge of the duties before him, which he 
adheres to strictly and with such benetrit to 
the public and shippers especially, that he 
is always referred to in the kindest terms. 
It is true that the work has been so et- 
fectively accomplished under the present 
administration that no sickness has oc- 
curred on board or resplted from contact 
with any vessel after they have been given 
pratique at this station. 

On account of the mildness of the win- 
ter in this section especial attention is 
given to all ballast from infected and sus- 
pected ports during both winter and sum- 
mer. Vessels arriving from such ports 
during the season from November Ist to 
May Ist are discharged of ballast at quar- 
antine and the vessels hold washed with 
solution of bichloride, 1 to 800, to sterilize 
any particles of earth remaining. 

‘rom May lst to November Ist all vessels 
from infected or suspected ports that have 
sand ballast are dispatched at once to the 
South Atlantic quarantine ‘station for a 
period of eignteen days, and on their re- 
turn here are thoroughly examined and 
given a pratique to come up to the city. 

The chances for disease reaching the 
coast after passing through such a course 
is too small to speculate 9m and Bruns- 
wickians consider themsefves practically 
safe, where heretofore they dreaded 
the appearance of each summer.

having heard of it.

ATLANTA, GA., May 15, 1896. 
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Governor Matthews Set Right. 

Awhile ago there was not to be found 
a2 man who was willing to take the 
democratic nomination for president. 
But during the last three months the 
prospects of the party have materially 
changed for the better. Those who 
measure and take note of public senti- 
ment are able to perceive that the hon- 
est voters of the country are beginning 
to turn their attention to the demo- 
cratic party. A groundswell of de- 
mocracy has swept over the country; and 
this groundswell is of such vast propor- 
tions that even the casual observer 
must have felt its influence. 

The people are beginning to rise 
and take charge of matters, as they al- 
ways do when vital issues are to be 
settled. The politicians see this, and 
they also perceive that the national dem- 
ocratic convention will be controlled by 
democrats who believe in the principles 
of the party. This fact is now so weil 
known, and it is so obvious that those 
who favor the British gold standard will 
have to accept genuine democratic prin- 
ciples or bolt the convention, that there 
has grown up quite a scramble among 
prominent democrats as to the nomina- 
tion. This is a very healthy sign for 
the party. 

Quite recently there have been efforts 
made to show that Governor Matthews, 
of Indiana, was not “sound”.on the cur- 
rency question—that he did not. favor 
the free coinage of silver. These efforts 
have been greedily utilized by the gold 
men, who imagined that they discoy- 
ered a tendency on the part of Govy- 
ernor Matthews to lean toward the mon- 


up 


ey power. 


These imaginings have been set at 
rest by Governor Matthews himself. 
who, in a letter declares that he is in 
favor of a clear and unequivocal free 
coinage plank in the national platform. 
He wants “no straddle, evasive declara- 
tion, or doubtful phrases in the plat- 
form to be adopted at Chicago.” He 
believes that “a straddle on this ques- 
tion would be nearly, if not quite, as 
disastrous to the democratic, party as 
the adoption of a pure, straightout gold 
resolution.” 

In other words, Governor Matthews 
believes that a declaration for the gold 
standard would destroy the party, and 
that a straddle would be nearly, if not 
quite, as disastrous. 

The cuckoos of this Section, therefore, 
will have fo look elsewhere for consola- 
tion. They have been pa rading and em- 
phasizing the misstatements made about 
Governor Matthews, but we venture to 
predict that. they will not give promi- 
pence to the letter in which he declares 
against all straddles and evasions in 
the democratic platform. 
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Still Contracting. 

“A downward tendency in prices and 
lively prospects of further gold ex- 
ports.” . 

That is the story told in the market 
reports from day to day,. varied only 
by the efforts of a willing but weak 
group of speculators to infuse life into 
Wall street. 

During the past three months and a 
half the ftreasury has lost forty-nine 
millions of gold. Eleven and a half 
millions have been taken out during 
the past fifteen days, and since the 1st 
of July, 1895, 140 millions of gold have 
gone abroad. 

This means a great deal more to the 
business of the country than appears on 
the face of it. It means not only that 
140 millions of gold have gone abroad, 
but that 140 millions of treasury ‘notes 
have been taken out of circulation and 
locked up in the treasury. It means 
even more than this, for every dollar of 
gold paid into the treasury for the bonds 
recently issued represents a dollar in 
greenbacks or treasury notes which 


y 
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‘hen been cotived—do that. the contrac: | 


tion of the currency that has taken place 


since the last bond sale amounts to 


about 400. millféns of dollars. 

And yet the figures are so manipula- 
ed by the John Sherman method of 
bookkeeping as to count all the gold 
that has been exported and all the legal 
tenders that.are locked up in the treas- 
ury as “in circulation.” 

Fortunately, the people of the coun- 
try are beginning to discover that the 
gold standard means the constant con- 
traction of the currency. ‘Those who 
know that the volume of retail busi- 
ness depends entirely on the ameunt 
of money in circulation are able to ex- 
plain the deep depression that has fallen 
on the .business interests of this coun- 
try. If the volume of currency 
amounted to $22 per capita, business 
would be only a shade less active than 
it was five years ago. As a matter of 
fact, the business of the country is in 
such a depressed condition that it is 
impossible to make any estimate of the 
tremendous losses that the gold stand- 
ard has involved. 

The actual contraction of the currency 
Is even greater than any tigures show, 
and it is bound to continue as long as 
the people choose to tolerate the British 
system of finance in this country. 

What is the remedy for the condition 
of affairs that has been brought abou! 
by the demonetization of silver and the 
repeal of all laws providing és addi- 
tions to the currency? ‘The Hon. Henry 
G. Turner says the remedy is to “stop 
agitation,” as if the people who imagine 
they are free can refrain from agitation 
when they find the vafue of their prop- 
erty cut in half, the prices of their 
products below the cost of production, 
and their business interests in a state of 
stagnation. 

Secretary Smith Says he has a remedy, 
but when he was called on to expose it 
to the air in Atlanta, he betrayed great 
agitation and left the people in the dark. 
Neither Cleveland, nor Carlisle, nor any 
of the gold econtractionists have any 
remedy for the evils that are now press- 
ing upon the people. They simply in- 
sist that there is no road to true happi- 
ness except that by which the blessed 
republican party has passed. ‘“Indorse 
John Sherman's financial doctrine and 
be ‘happy,” they say. “Declare for the 
gold standard and your consciences will 
be easy.” That is the remedy they of- 
fer the people. 

‘They will see what the people of 
Georgia think of that sort of remedy 
after the ballots are counted on the 6th 
of June. — 
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More Propositions. 

The New York Financler, un organ of 
“the street,” prints the following: 

Secretary Carlisle, in a speech at Bowling 
Green, Ky., May 25, 1895, laid down the 
following five propositions: 

‘1. That there is not a free coinage coun- 
try in the world today that is not on a 
Silver basis. : 

“2 That there is not a gold standard 
country in the world today that does not 
use silver as money along with gold. 

‘3. That there is not a silver standard 
country in the world today that uses any 
gZ0ld as money along with silver. 

‘4. That there is not a silver standard 
country in the world today that has more 
than one-third as much money in circula- 
tion per capita as the United States have; 
and 

“D>. That there is not a silver standard 
country in the world today where the la- 
boring man receives fair pay for his day’s 
work.,’’ 

Up to the present time no person has 
successfully controverted these assertions, 
although they have been published through- 
out the Jength and breadth of the land. 

But what bearing have these proposi- 
tions on the arguments in favor of the 
restoration of silver as a part of the 
primary money of the United States? 
They bear no more relation to the money 
question in this country than the state- 
ment that the moon has no atmosphere. 
Nobody cares whether it has or not. 
Nevertheless, the five propositions sug- 
gest others that are more interesting. 
We place them in shape and turn them 
over to our gold standard friends: 

1, There is not a free coinage country 
in the world today that needs gold as a 
currency. 

2. There are not more than two free 
coinage countries that ever did use gold 
as a part of their currency. 

o. There is not a free coinage country 
in the world today where the people are 
not more prosperous now than they were 
twenty years ago. 

4. There is not a gold standard coun- 
try in the world where the people are 
not less prosperous than they were twen- 
ty years ago. 

0. There is not a gold standard coun- 
try in the world where the average la- 
borer does not receive less for a day’s 
work than he did twenty’ years ago. 

6. There is not a gold standard coun- 
try in thé world today where business 
is not in a state of deep depression and 
where prices and wages are not falling. 

We lay down these propositions be- 
eause the gold men have neglected :to 
include them. But the condition of other 
countries is beside the mark altogether. 
What the people want is.an American 
financial system, an American currency, 
American progress, and American pros- 
perity. 
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Puck’s Great Loss. 

Death has played sad havoe in the 
field of literature within the last few 
months, and among the number of those 
who have crossed over into the realm of 
silence are some of the brightest toilers 
in the ranks of journalism.

In the setting of these two stars Ameri- 
ca has suffered a loss from which ghe 
will not soon recover. 

Barely two months have passed and 
literature is again a mourner. This time 
she stands beside the open grave of 


Henry Cuyler Brnmer, the gifted editor 


y pressive. 


and in the full meridian of his powers, 
this rare poetic genius ‘thas been Called to 
his reward. 

Mr. Bunner was not only a poet whose 
lines were richly endowed with the di- 
vine afflatus, but a writer of paragraphs 
and sketches whose humor was simply 
irresistible. This was perhaps the se- 
eret of the phenomenal success which 
he enjoyed as the editor of one of the 
best and most widely copied publications 
of the day. 

In speaking of the talents of this dis- 
tinguished editor The New York Mail 
and Express makes the following ob- 
servation: 

The heart of Bunner was filled with 
sweetest music, and from it his pen never 
drew a discordant note. In versatility he 
was a marvel and in application a giant. 
Known to the general public chiefly as a 
humorist, his delicate fancy found success- 
ful play in serious fields as well, Despite 
the demands of his position as editor of 
*“Puck,"’ the success of which is largely due 
to his peculiar force and originality, he 
found time to figure more or less conspic- 
uously as a poet, novelist, dramatist and 
magazine contributor. Whatever he touched 
he graced. His comment on men and af- 
fairs was keen and accurate, his satire se- 
vere, but without malice, his style pelished 
and his ioyalty to truth and justice su- 
preme. 

Speaking for the western half of the 
continent The Chicago Tribune is no 
less complimentary in its language, and 
among other expressions found on the 
editorial page of that paper appears the 
following tribute: 

From the days of Hamlet’s lament for 
Yorick the world’s sorrow over the death 
of a “fellow of infinite wit’’ has been and 
ever will be deeper than that for the man 
of infinite wisdom. The eagerhess with 
which the public reads the new “Life and 
Letters of Oliver Wendell Holmes” is due 
more to his genial wit than to all his ac- 
knowledged learning. The reading world 
mourns the loss of Eugene Field and that 
of Bill Nye for the same reason, vitally 
different as were the powers of the two 
men, Puck has been especially unfortu- 
nate in losses of this kind ef late. The 
death of Keppler, its founder and the great- 
est of its cartoonists, followed but recently 
by the loss of Hutchins, another of its 
cartoonists, and now capped by the death 
of Bunner,' proves anew that misfortunes 
never come ‘singly, even to purveyors of 
laughter. 

The columns of Puck will miss the 
touches of genius which it borrowed 
from the lamented editor, and while its 
reputation is securely established, it will 
lack for many days to come the sparkle 
of that kindly humor which hus made it 
such 2 welcome visitor. 
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Why Chicago Is Silent. 

Seldom is silence more expressive 
than in the non-+committal attitude 
Which the newspupers of Chicago have 
assumed toward the Greater New York 
bill, which has just received the official 
signature of Governor Morton. 

This attitude is all the more significant 
in view, of the fact that column after 
column of editorial space has been con- 
sumed by the newspapers of other cities 
in discussing the prospects of the great 
American metropolis. 

Next to New York Chicago ranks as 
the most important trade emporium on 
the continent. A few days ago a cen- 
sus was taken in Chicago and aceording 
to the figures disclosed by the official 
returns the population of Chicago is 
somewhere in the neighborhood = of 

£700,000. 

This is close upon the skirts of New 
York. But the people of Chicago have 
been ambitious for a long time to get 
ahead of New York and to make Chicago 
not only the metropolis of lake Michigan 
but the undisputed queen of the west- 
ern hemisphere. 

In the furtherance of this ambition 
Chicago his marshalled all her energies 
into a most prodigious effort and has 
made the name of Chicago a synonym 
for pluck and enterprise the world aver. 
‘or several years her population has 
increased at a most surprising ratio, 
while her trade relations have likewise 
multiplied. It looked as if she was 
destined to realize her dream of great- 
ness, but in the moment of exaltation, 
she hears -the announcement that Gov- 
ernor Morton has signed the Greater 
New York bill and the goblet of enthu- 
siasm is dashed. to the ground. 

This explains the silence of Chicago at 
a time when the newspapers of the 
country are loud in their praise of New 
York. Since she cannot afford to mis- 
represent her own feelings by uniting in 
this general chorus she prefers to adopt 
the policy of silence which is always be- 
coming in an adversary. 

In the choice of this course Chicago 
is to be commended. Having the cour- 
age to be silent is oftener better than 
to have the courage which is more ex- 
The future of Chicago is well 
assured and the energies of her people 
are prophetic of a golden harvest.

How the Status of 
Changed. 
Thirty years have brought about a 
most decided change in the status of 
the fair sex in the United States.

But a decided change has come about 
in the south as well as in other sec- 
tions of the country, and there is no

| profession in which {t may be said that 


men enjoy a monopoly. 

Within the last twenty-five years the 
number of female doctors has increased 
from 527 to 4,455. 

In 1870 there were only twenty-four 
women engaged in the profession of 
dentistry, whereas today there are no 
less than 350. Twenty-five years ago 
there were only five women lawyers in 
the United States, against 250 who are 
now members of the bar and who are 
making rapid headway in the pro- 
fession. 

Within the same length of time the 
following increase has been observed 
in other pursuits: Female preachers. 
from 67 to:1,235; land surveyors and 
engineers, from none to 180; architects, 
from 1 to 25; sculptors and painters, 
from 412 to 11,000; writers, from 159 to 
3,000; journalists, from 35 to 888; musi- 
cians, from 5,735 to 34,500; actresses, 
from 629 to 3,949; shorthand writers,

of Puck. At the zenith of his career | from 7 to 21,185ssecretaries and clerks, 


from 8,016 to 64,048; bookkeepers, from 
none to 27,777. 

These facts are interesting. To those 
who have given the subject but little 
thought they will be something of a 
revelation. 

Aside from these important innova- 
tions it may also be observed in this 
connection that changes in the law have 
likewise taken place under which the 
legal status of the sex has been consid- 
erably improved. 

If the suffrage movement continues 
it is likely that the ballot will eventually 
be conferred upon the women of the 
country. This, however, is looking too 
far ahead, Enough is shown in the 
progress which has been attained within 
the last few years and the future will 
take care of itself. 

In the meantime, however, the women 
are to be congratulated upon the grave 
and plucky spirit in which they have 
taken upon themselves the weight of 
business and professional activities, and 
for the noble manner in which they have 
succeeded where hundreds of weaker 
men have failed.

For the last half century the American 
residents of Tucson, Arizona, have been 
trying to solve a mystery in the shape of 
what appears to be a hole through a 
mountain peak in plain sight of the town. 
The earliest residents noticed fhis peculiar 
feature of the mountain but whenever they 
came anywhere near the spot the hole dis- 
appeared. In speaking of this strange 
manifestation one of the California papers 
says: 

“By the aid of a good marine telescope 
the mountain can be brought to within 
a few niles, but not near enough to tell 
the exact nature of the rock formation. 
An astronomical telescope cannot be fo- 
cused on it, as the mountain is too near. 
A first peep through the glass would lead 
one to believe that there was no mystery 
about it. The hole appears as plain as 
possible, but severeal days’ study of the 
spot will develop the fact that the ‘hole’ 
does not always look the same. Many 
days when the sky is dark behind the 
mountain the hole will appear a brilliant 
white, like a snowdrift, and on days 
when the sky is blue, it will often look so 
dark as to be almost invisible. These 
facts have led many to think that it is 
an immense piece Of mica lying with the 
polished surface toward the sky, and re- 
flecting the cloud formations of another 
part of the horizon instead of being the 
light seen through a hole. Viewed with the 
naked eye, the hole simply appears as a 
white spot, but the telescope reveals pine 
trees and other details, although very in- 
distinctly. 

“The range of mountains in which the 
strange peak can be seen is known as 
the Catalinas, and numerous parties 
have made the attempt to climb it, but 
all have failed on account of the steep 
and rugged precipices in the vicinity. 
The peak is a high one and can be seen 
from any point in’ the journey toward it, 
but when ten miles out of Tucson the hole 
can no longer be. seen, even with the 
aid of a glass. This can be expliined cn 
the mica theory, aS a surface cf that 
material would rot reflect a ray of ight 
toward a person’s eye after they gct out 


of its angle of projection.”

Want To Restrict the South. 
Washington Correspondence Chicago Rec- 
ord. 

One of the most distinguished colored 
men in the United States remarked last 
night that it would be a blessing to his 
race in the south and a great benefit to the 
republican party if the convention at Bt. 
Louls would declare vacant and leave un- 
filled all of the seats that are contested 
from the southern states. He said that 
the action of the 188% convention in admit- 
ting all contestants and giving each half 
a vote had demoralized the party in the 
south more than anything that had occur- 
red for many years, The anxiety to get 
to the convention and the expectation that 
any man who bore credentials would be ad- 
mitted had split the party into factions and 
had resulted in two sets of delegates from 
nearly every district in that section. 

If the leaders of the republican party in 
the southern states were deprived of ‘the : 


| 
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right to participate in nominating conven- 
tions and the right to hold office until they 
were able to show some frults for their la- 
bor we would see.a strong organization 
grow up in Mississippi, Alabama, Georgia, 
South Carolina, Arkansas and other states, 
but under the present system of unjust 
generosity the republicans find it to their 
advantage to prevent an increase in the 
republican vote or a strong organization. 
They do not try to participate in state or 
municipal government. The color line is 
drawn against them here, but when the 
federal patronage is distributed every negro 
leader expects to get an office, and the 
fewer leaders there are the less competi- 
tion. Therefore it is to the personal inter- 
est of those now in power to reduce the 
active membership of the party as much as 
possible, and it will continue so, and, I!

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CITIZENS MAKE 
STRONG PROTEST 


Indignant at the Action of the Sound 
Money Club. 


UNWARRANTED USE OF NAMES 


Many Declare That the Organization 
Is a Myth, 


A VERY EMPHATIC KICK . COMES 


Mr. Kontz Says That He Was Not Con- 
sulted in Reference to His Name. 
What Others Say. 


The “Sound Money League of Fulton 
County,” which has had out for a week 
past a number of energetic canvassers for 
mMames, seems io be to a large extent a 
mythical organization. 

Quite a number of citizens whose nanres 
have been blazoned forth to the world as 
Bigners of the league’s list of members de- 
clare that their names have been used 
without authority, and that they have 
Mever signed any list at all. 

And one of the vice presidents named at 
the meeting Tuesday has declined to serve. 

Mr. Anton L. Kontz, the well-known 
citizen, was named as vice president from 
the fifth ward and so. published to the 
world. Mr. Kontz read this anmnounce- 
ment with amazement.’ He had most posi- 
tively declined to serve because he was 
not in sympathy with the movement and 
had so stated to representatives of Mr. 
Hoke Smith. 

“I ant just back from a business trip of 
em few days,’’ said Mr. Kontz yesterday af- 
ternoon, ‘‘and I confess I was greatly sur- 
prised to find upon my return that I had 
been appointed a vice president of the 
Young Men’s Sound Money League. 

“This action on the part of the league 
was unauthorized, and was done without 
my knowledge or consent. What makes 
my surprise greater is from the fact that 
1 had been approached on the subject be- 
fore and had positively refused to even 
take the matter under consideration. 

“I see but one solution to the matter,’ 
Mr. Kontz continued, ‘and that is that my 
name Was used in order to deceive my 
friends. I intend correcting the matter 
fully, as I do not care to pose in a position 
which is thrust upon me when it was 
known that I would have nothing to do 
with the movement. 

“Not only have I refused to act in this 
capacity, but I am sure my position on 
the nfoney question was generally known, 
and that but few of my friends will be 
deceived into thinking that I favor the 
gold or sound money movement. I am 
very sorry the publication of my name 
Was made in this connection, but I take 
it for granted that most of my friends 
know where I stand. 

“IT am not a member of the league, and 
shall correct the publication and 
my name, as I had distinctly stated that 
I would not serve in this connection. The 
publication was made while I was absent 
fron’ the city, and it is due to my absence 
that the correction was not made sooner. 
I hardly see how the use of my name 
could have been a mistake or that enyone 
could possibly have misunderstood me 
when I said I would not serve.” 

There are others like Mr. Kontz who de- 
clare that they have not authorized any 
cne to use their names as members of the 
so-called Sound Mcney League. 

Mr: W. J. Pitts states that he has never 
been approached by any one on the subject 
and has never given any one authority to 
use his name in, that connection, yet he 
finds himself advertised as a member of 
the Sound Money ‘Weague of Fulton county. 

Captain W. A. Stearns, the well-known 
citizen, was indignant at the of his 
name withcut authority. 

“I notice that my name appears on one 
of the publist:ed lists of the elub which is 
being organized here presumably in the 
interest of the gold standard,’ said Cap- 
tain W. A. Stearns yesterday. “I just 
want to say,” said he, “that I am against 
the gold standard from top to bottom. I 
have never seen the time when I thought 
there was too much money in circulation 
in this country, and heaven knows that 
developments of the past few years have 
demonstrated the fact that there is not 
en ugh money in circulation. Il arm just 
about as far from being a gold standard 
contractionist as it is possible for a man 
to be.’’ 

There are many others who are indignant 
at the use of their names without their 
consent or authority, it is said. 

The name of Mr. Charles KE. Harman, 
the well-known general passenger agent of 
the Western and Atlantic road, was signed 
to the list of members and used without 
his authority while he was absent in New 
York, Mr. Harman was astounded to find 
it in the presumably authorized list that 
has been published from day to day. He 
declared that he had authorized no one to 
use it in such a way. 

From the volume of such: complaints it 
would seem that the list is tu a large ex- 
tent faked. Certain it is that not a few 
names were used without the authority of 
the gentlemen. 

Activity in the crganization of the league 
was coincident with the arrival of Secre- 
tary Hoke Smith in the city last week. 
He calted his cohorts together the day of 
his arrival and as a dernier resort decided 
to organize a “sound money” league in 
Atlanta. 

The spontaneous movement was placed 
in the hands of Mr. J. S. Cohen, of The 
Journal, and work begun. Membership 
lists were made out and-the streets di- 
vided between Mr. Cohen and other mem- 
bers of The Journal staff, to be canvassed 
for members. These young gentlemen 
went to work industriously and drag- 
netted the city for names. It was a 
house-to-house canvass, not a business 
house being omitted. 

The list that has been displayed with so 
much eclat was the result of several days’ 
industrious canvassing, and the resuli of 
the compilation of names from various 
sources. 

Not a few sigrers aro minors, not old 
encugh to vote, while many others belong 
to other political parties than the demo- 
eretic organization. With the names 
thus obtained and the names used without 
authority, the list was swelled to the num- 
ber prestnted in the publication of the 
league. 

It was said by a well-known citizen yes- 
terday, a citizen who has watched the 
movement from its inception through all 
the stages of its development, that if a Tist 
of the citizens who had declined to sign 
the membership roll whem presented by 
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Mr, Cohen and his co-workers could be 
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printed, it woull represent ten times as 
many remes and more as are contained in 
the list that the ‘“‘sound money” people 
are publishing. 

‘‘And that list,’’ said the gentleman, “‘is 
padded out by the use of several names 
three and four times. You will find citi- 
zens put down first with their initials, 
then with their first names and last with 
the first name and middle initial—three 
combinations of one name and made to ap- 
pear as if three men had signed the list,”

‘WR. INMAN MAY GO 


Is Considering a Change of Residence 
Soon, 


MAY RESIDE IN NEW YORK 


Will Go to Europe for a Six Months’ 
Tour Next Month—What He 
Has To ‘Say. 


Mr. S. M. Inman will probably leave At- 
jlanta to make his home in New York. 

For several days it has been understood 
among his more intimate friends that he 
Was contemplating such a step, but as he 
said nothing about it it was not generally 
known, He has been’turning the matter 
over in his mind for several weeks, how- 
ever, and it now looks as if he will go to 
the metropolis to make his home and to 
conduct the mammoth cotton business of 
which he is the head. 

Mr. Inman is going to Europe next 
month for a stay of six months. He stated 
to a representative of The Constitution 
yesterday morning that he had not decided 
just when he would leave Atlanta on this 
trip, but would leave some time in June. 

His trip across the water will be partly a 
matter of business and partly a matter of 
pleasure. He has interests connected with 
his large cotton business in one or two of 
the European countries and while he is 
abroadihe will devote part of his time to 
looking after these interests. He will spend 
a large part of the time, however, in.rest- 
ing. He-has been extremely busy for the 
past year or two and needs the recreation 
which his trip will afford him. He devoted 
a large part of his time to the exposition 
and gave it his most zealous and consci- 
entious labor. He gave close attention to 
the details of exposition work, attended 
all the board and committee meetings and 
did much of the most valuable work con- 
nected with the promotion of that enter- 
prise. Towards the close of the exposition, 
as will be remembered, a large part of the 
burden of the enterprise fell upon him. He 
gave it financial aid when it was impera- 
tively necessary that some one come to its 
relief and but for him the exposition com- 
pany might have been sadly embarrassed. 
But he came forward at a time when mon- 
ey was most needed. After that he in a 
large measurg took a-very active part in 
sharing the executive work of the exposi- 
tion with the leading officers. 

Just how long Mr. Inman has contem- 
plated his removal from the city is not 
known, but he has probably had the mai- 
ter in mind for some time. He was very 
anxious that little or nothing be said about 
it until he decided definitely about it. 

Mr. Inman’s removal will be for the pur- 
pose of placing him in New York, where 
he will manage his cotton interests. The 
main headquarters of his cotton establish- 
ment will be located there, most likely, but 
the office here will be continued. 

Speaking of the possibility of his removal 
yesterday Mr. Inman said: 

‘Tl have been considering the matter, but 
am not ready to announce any definite de- 
cision. I would infinitely prefer that noth- 
ing be said about it now and not until l 
have reached some conclusion. 

‘“T shall go to Europe in June for a six 
months’ trip and will decide in the mean- 
time.’’ 

Mr. Inman’s departure will be a blow to 
the city the -gravity of which every citi- 
zen will realize and which will be felt every- 
where. Atlanta has no better helper or 
friend. He has devoted the best years of 
his life to building up the city and his repu- 
tation as a broad, wise and philanthropic 
citizen is wide and highly deserved. He oc- 
cupies a high place in a number of the 
most important business, religious and pub- 
lic institutions in the eity and his active 
work in these will be missed as much as 
his potent influence as a man and a citi- 
zen. He is a friend of religion and charity 
and his work in behalf of both has been 
notable.

Will Haye No Loitering on His 
Property. 


FILES SUIT AGAINST TENANTS 


oer ew em ee — 


They Have Injured the Reputation of 
His Property, He Says. 


NEGRO RESTAURANTS THE CAUSE 


Brings Loafers and Idlers About the 
Place—Judge Harry Reed Was 
Returned in Better Health. 


Mr. Julius L. Brown, the owner of 
the three-story brick building at the corner 
of Decatur and Loyd streets, has determ- 
ined to keep idlers and loiterers from con- 
gregating at his stores, and yesterday he 
brought legal action against his tenants 
for subletting floor space to tenants who 
sell to negroes. 

The petition was filed in the clerk’s of- 
fice, and was then carried before Judge 
Lumpkin, who set the case for a hearing 
om May 23d, but refused to grant the in- 
junction asked for by Mr. Brown. 

Mr. Brown directs ‘his complaint against 
W. C. Cousins and the Atlanta Liquor 
Company, alleging that the sale ‘of whisky 
to negroes and the conducting of a negro 
restaurant in the building has damaged the 
reputation of the corner; and will serious- 
ly injure the property if this is allowed 
to continue, 

It is shown in the petition that Mr. Brown 
when the lease of the property to Cousins 
was made, insisted that no portion of the 
building could be sublet to negroes. Mr. 
Brown now claims that negroes occupy @ 
part of one of the stores and that a negro 
restaurant is being conducted in the build- 
ing. 

He claims the location of the restaurant 
increases the fire risk, and further damages 
the property, as respectable people do not 
care to go where a crowd of negroes cCon- 
gregate. It is shown that the second floor 
of the building was used as a boarding 
house for transients, and the chird floor 
was fitted up as a photographer's studio, 
and’ Mr. Brown claims the business of 
these tenants would be seriously damaged 
if the stores below are sublet to negroes, 
or if goods and whisky are sold to them. 

Judge Harry Reid Returns. 

Judge Harry M. Reid, of the iirst di- 
vision of the city court, reached the city 
yesterday at noon, after spending four 
weeks at Hot Springs. 

Judge Reid is much better, and has prac- 
tically regained -his health. He says he 
feels like a new man, and his trip and much 
needed rest has done him a great deal of 
good. 

He left the city about four seeks ago, 
and his friends were alarmed over his con- 
dition, as his arduous duties as judge of 
the city court had broken him down in 
health. He is now almost totally restored 
and will resume his duties on the bench. 

This afternoon at 3 o’clock Judge Reid 
will call the docket in the first division of 
the city court, and next week wi'l regu- 
larly enter upon the discharge of his work. 
During his absence Judge Berry has con- 
ducted this branch of the court, and has 
made an excellent judge, 

News of the Court. 

Tho docket in the first division of the city 
court will be called this afternoon at 3 
o’clcck by Judge Harry M. Reid. This will 
be the first publie act of Judge Reid since 
his return from Hot Springs, where he 
went about four weeks ago on uccount of 
failing health,

DEATH GAME AT LAST 


Sad Death of Father Cafferty in Atlanta 
Yesterday. 


HAD SUFFERED MANY MONTHS 


His Remains Sent to Savannah Last 
Night—Well Enown Through- 
out the South. 


Shortly before 11 o’clock yesterday morn- 
ing, surrounded by his friends and the 
nurses who have so faithfully ministered 
during his illness, the Rev. Father E. D. 
Cafferty, vicar general of the Catholic dio- 
cese of Savannah, peacefully and quietly 
passed away. 

He had been in ill health for more than 
a year before his death and has had the 
best medical advice obtainable. Under the 
skill of famous physicians he has several 
times rallied but never entirely recovered. 
The cause of his death was heart failure. 

At the time of his death Father Cafferty 
was fifty-three years of age. He wag born 
in Ireland. On April 9th last he celebrated 
his twenty-fifth anniversary inthe priest- 
hood, the ceremony taking place here. After 
returning to Savannah from the celebration 
of his anniversary his health began to fail 
and he was advised by physicians to go to 
a cooler climate and take a rest. On this 
advice he came to this city and stopped at 
St. Joseph’s infirmary for rest and treat- 
ment. Since his stay at the infirmary he 
has been attended by Dr. Elkin, who did all 
in his power to relieve the stricken man, 
but it was soon seen that he would never 
recover. His every want was ministered to 
by kind and loving hands and eVerything 
that money could buy was given him to 
make his last moments as comfortable as 
possible. 

Father Cafferty was one of the leading 
priests of the south and in him the church 
looses a truly good and noble man. Up to 
a few seconds before death came he was 
perfectly conscious and knew and spoke 
to those who were watching by his bedside. 

The body of Father Cafferty was prepared 
for burial and sent to Savannah last night, 
accompanied by a large number of his 
friends and the priests of this city. 

All that is mortal of this good man will 
o laid to rest in Savannah Saturday morn- 

ng.

FROM THE MANAGEMENT OF POLICE AFFAIRS 


Delegates Enjoyed Themselves from 
Start to Finish and Have Kind 
Things To Say of Atlanta. 


The great convention of the chiefs of 
police of the United States and Canada is 
at an end, and the best known officers 
of thie law in the country, who have done 
£0 much to enliven proceedings in Atlan- 
ta during the past week, have started 
homeward. 

Yesterday was a day of handshakings 
and farewells among the visitors and the 
citizens of Atlanta who have been most in- 
timately associated with them during their 
stay in this city. 

The verdict was practically unanimous 
that this was the best and most enthusias- 
tic convention ever held in the history of 
the association. 

The hospitable treatment given to the 
‘visitors by the city officials of Atlanta 
and by Chief Connolly and his men partic- 
ularly, was the subject of much favorable 
comment among the delegates. 

Every one of the northern and western 
visitors said that the illustration of south- 
ern hospitality which they have witnessed 
during the past few days more than came 
up to their expectations, though they had 
anticipated the most generous and cour- 
teous attention from the citizens of At- 
lanta. 

All Atlantians who attended the sessions 
of the convention were very much im- 
pressed with the character and intelli- 
gence of the Police Union as a body. In 
all of Atlanta’s brilliant history as a 
convention city she has seldom been priv- 
ileged to have gathered within her gates 
a better and stronger delegation of visit- 
ors. 

The men who comprise the membership 
of ‘the National Association of Chiefs of 
Police are strong, broad-minded men who 
would do credit to any organizaiion in 
America, either in a professional or tusi- 
ness capacity. 

The next annual convention will meet 
on the second Tuesday in May, 1897, at 
Pittsburg. It promises to be very largely 
attended. 

The Californians who were j resent at 
the Atlanta convention have already start- 
ed their nrachinery in motion to win the 
convention to their state the rollowing 
year.

Get Rid of Politics. 
The following resolution, offered by 
Chipf Murphy, of Jersey City, caused 
considerable debate, but was finally 


adopted after including an amendment by 
Chief Gaster, of New Orleans. The reso- 
lution as approved was as follows: 

“Whereas, It being an undisputed fact 
by all policemen of any length of service 
that no well goverened or efficient police 
organization can be attained where the 
ogi of office is limited or uncertain; 
and, 

“Wihereas, The police officers and men 
of nearly all the large cities are protect- 
ed in their positions by law and cannot 
be removed except for just cause, and 
then only after a fair trial on the charge 
of some. wrong doing; therefore, be it 

“Resolved, That the superintendents and 
chiefs of this association notify the secre- 
tary whether or not their forces are pro- 
ota in their office by law; and be it fur- 

er 

“Resolved, That the president of this 
association appoint a committee who shall 
be empowered to use the name of this as- 
sociation in their endeavers to cause to be 
enacted for the proteéction of policemen in 
their office in such states as have no 
tenure of office for their police. 

“Resolved, That a copy of these resolu- 
tions be given to the committee on 
matter when appointed.’’ 

“Resolved, That a committee of three 
be appointed by the president to inquire 
into the laws of the several states regu: 
lating the police departments, and report 
to this convention which, in their opinion, 
are the best laws creating police forces for 
cities and towns, and report to this conven- 
tion at our next meeting.”’ 

The president, in accordance with the 
resolution, appointed a committee consist- 
ing of Messrs. Murphy, of Jersey City: 
Glass, of Los Angeles: Hill, of Chatta- 
nooga: Arnold, of Dallas, and Gaster, of 
New Orleans.

Gossip of the Convention. 

One of the most active and popular dele- 
gates to the convention was Chief Glass, 
who heads the police force of Los Angeles, 
CaL 

Chief Glass is not only a good presefrver 
of law and order and a shrewd catzher of 
wily criminals, but he is a good press 
agent for his community as well. 

No delegate to the convention has pulled 
the wires more energetically than he to 
bring the convention in 1898 to California. 

In order to show to the eastern world 
the prospereus growth and the = future 
prospects of the beautiful city in whicn 
he lives he prepared and sent to The Con- 
stitution the following statistics concern- 
ing Los Angeles: 


‘Total number of buildings erected in 
Los Angeles in 1895 was 2,049, including 
1,604 dwellings, 67 business blocks, 4 fire 


engine houses, 10 churches, 4 hospitals, 11 
school buildings and central police sta- 
tion; total value of buildings, $4,203,838. To 
Say that each building had a frontage of 
fifty feet, or Was built on a lot of fifty 
feet frontage, which is the average, gives 
an improved front..ge of 2,049 times 50 feet, 
or 102,450 feet, Tne frontage of one mile 
is 5,280 feet, and take from this ten cross 
streets of seventy feet—700 feet, leaves 
4.580 feet for building purposes in each 
mile of street; 4,580 is contained in 102,450 
22% times; therefore, the buildings of last 
year placed an improvement on every fifty- 
foot lot on both sides of 11% miles of 
Streets. If the frontage of each improve- 
ment is cut down to forty feet, the im- 
provements amount to nine miles of 
strees built up solid on both sides, 

“A conservative estimate of the popula- 
tion of the city, including the residents of 
the recently annexed districts, is 100,000. 

“Total number of square miles in the 
@ityv, including recently annexed districts, 
38.57 miles.’’ 

Chief L. C. Dana, of Colorado Springs, 
has a badge designating his office which 
has probably the prettiest jewel setting 
of any of the numerous handsome badges 
seen at the convention. ‘The setting is a 
large solitaire ruby and diamond. 

He Saw the Fight. 

The following story of the fight in Wash- 
ington over the selection of a convention 
city, when Atlanta won the day by a single 
vote after a tie vote had resulted with 
Pittsburg, is from the pen of Will D. Up- 
shaw, better known throughout the south 
as “Earnest Willie,’’ the well-known lit- 
erateur: 

“Editor Constitution—Gladly obedient to 
an impulse born a year ago in Washington, 
D. C., and awakened anew by the presence 
of the police chiefs in national convention 
in Atlanta now, I cannot refrain from a 
brief but earnest tribute to Chief Connol- 
ly’s great influence in securing to Atlanta 
this great convention of the keepers of 
‘law ‘and’ order.’ 

“The police chiefs followed immediately 
in the footprints of the Seuthern Baptist 
convention in Washington last May, and 
it was my pleasure to meet many of these 
brave and genial men, and also to be pres- 
ent at the Ebbitt house when the battle 
was fought determining the place of meet- 


ing for this year.’ The contest was most 
exciting, with Pittsburg, Cincinnati, Dal- 


las, Rochester and Atlanta running neck 
and neck as they rounded the curve on the 
home stretch. But almost every time At- 
lanta was voted, Connolly’s name was men- 
tioned with‘it. As an Atlanta man I was 
naturally proud of our chief's influence 
and I almost held my breath in suspense 
as to the result. 

Finally the last vote was recorded and 
Atlanta tied with Pittsburg. The president 
then arose to cast the deciding ballot. I 
leaned forward, caught my breath, whis- 
pered ‘Atlanta! Connolly!’ in ‘tender tones,’ 
and listened in the greatest suspense. What 
would the stalwart son of New England do? 

“He began with deliberation to talk of his 
difficult task. I saw a smile like the reflec- 
tion of southern sunshine illumine his 
strong and rugged ‘Bostonian’ face; then I 
heard something that sounded like the name 
of Chief Connolly fall from his lips and I 
sent up a shout of victory, for Atlanta had 
won! Everywhere I could see that not 
only Atlanta’s reputation, but the perswunal 
work and magnetism of Atlanta’s princely 
chief had wrought a mighty influence, and 
it just occurred to me that his Atlanta 
friends might enjoy this little glimpse into 
the scenes where Connolly won. Yours 
for Atlanta, WILL D. UPSHAW.

WILL THEY BE SOLD?

The Fate of the Exposition Buildings Is 
Being Watched with Interest. 


COUNCIL WILL ACT MONDAY 


The Action of the City Will Determine 
the Disposition of the Purchase 
and the Future of the Park. 


The discussion of the exposition buildings 
purchase will be the most important feat- 
ure of the session of council Monday after- 
noon, and the result of the action of that 
body is naturally watched with much in- 
terest by the friends of the movement and 
those citizens who have. subscribed io the 
purchase fund. 

Since the purchase problem was consid- 
ered by council, many changes have tak- 
en place in the situation, and the «¢ntire 
metter igs now to be viewed from aaother 
standpoint. When action was iaken at 
the last meeting, the question of cwner- 
ship had never been raised, and no one 
thought there Was any possibility cf de- 
feat on this line. 

Buc since the matter of ownership has 
arisen and the opinion of the city attorney, 
coupled with the veto of the mayor, will 
be brought to the attention of council, the 
entire situation is changed, and the legal- 
ity of the problem must needs be consider- 
ed and disposed of before any recommend- 
ation .can be made. 

Notwithstanding the opinion of the city 
attorney, there are’ many, who, with all 
consideration and g&%-respect to him, still 
maintain that the buildings are the prop- 
erty of the bondholders, and as such can 
be as readily sold to the city as to a cor- 
poration or a private individual. But this 
difference of opinion is to be settled Mon- 
day, and nothing definite will be known 
until council takes final action at that 
session, 

In the meantime the citizens interested 
in the movement—the men who piaced their 
time and dollars in the exposition—are 
awaiting with interest the settlement of 
the question which was sprung at the al- 
dermanic board. The bondholders do not 
anticipate any trouble in disposing of the 
buildings, but they say their creat desire 
was to see the buildings preserved as a 
monument to Atlanta’s pluck and the lib- 
eralitv of her citizens who responded in 
the time of need. 

And Yet There Is Hope. 

Hope has by no means been abandoned by 
the friends of the purchase, 

Alderman Hirseh is in Savannah today, 
but when council meets he will be present 
and will urge that some expedient plan 
be devised whereby the build7ngs may be 
saved from destruction, 

The alderman is a substantial friend of 
the movement, and before leaving the city 
he stated that he would do all he could 
looking toward a speedy settlement of the 
matter and securing for the city the tuild- 
ings. 

There are members of the corncil, too, 
who have an abiding faith in the holding 
of expositions, and these will vote favorable 
to the purchase. 

At any rate the session of council Mon- 
day promises to be very lively and inter- 
esting on account of the discussion, and 
both friends and foes of the movement 
will be on hand when the body is called to 
order. 

Resting on Their Oars. 

The bondholders are quietly awaiting the 
action of council, and since the veto of 
the maytr, they have taken no steps what- 
ever, but say they are simply waiting for 
the city to say what it will do. 

Mr. George Parrott, the trustee of the 
bondholders, has been out of the city sev- 
eral days and will not retprn until Sat- 
urday, but he has said he knew of no ac- 
tion to be taken by the bondholders for the 
present, 


The City Needs an Auditorium. 


It was suggested yesterday by a promi- 
nent citizen that the buildings, or 


at least one of them, could be admirably 
used for an auditormum. ‘ 

“Atlanta is a convention city,” said he, 
“but we have never had oné of the large 
national conventions here because we had 


no assembly hall in which we could ac- 
commodate the people, 
“Suppose the National Sunday school 


convention were to select Atlanta as the 
next meeting place. We could not take care 
of the people and have no hall in which 
the meetings could be held. The exposition 
buildings would hold the crowds. Atlanta 
has no hall sufficiently large now. 'f the 
city buys the buildings, the problem is 
solved.’

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STRANGE PRANKS. 


Unusual Weather Conditions Prevail 
Here. 


RAIN IS NOW IN SIGHT 


ee Re ee 


Phenomenal Dry Spell Has Not In- 
jured the Cotton Crop Very Much. 
What Mr. Hunt Says. 


The weather has been playing some rath- 
er peculiar pranks recently. I]t seems to 
have been out trying to smash all the re- 
cords, and it has been pretty successful. 
Atlanta has been a ‘“‘dry town’’ this month. 
Last year there was rain in abundance. 
While Atlanta suffers from heat and lack 
of rain the crops are safe and there is no 
real reason for complaint. Oftic.al Forecast- 
er George I’. Hunt said yesterday. 

“The fact is the crops in Georgia have not 
suffered as yet. We are badly in need of 
rain here in the city, but.no very bad ef- 
fects can come from that. Of course a rain 
would purify the air and prevent some sick- 
ness, but there are no crops to injure of 
any importance within twenty miles of At- 
lanta.”’ 

The present outlook for better weather 
and rain is good. There is a storm center 
in Minnesota that will undoubtedly bring 
rain. The barometer is very low there, and 
storms will certainly follow. 

‘Rain will follow, and we stand a chance 
of getting some of it here,’’ said the official. 
“We would surely get some of itif it were 
not for a high barometric pressure off the 
east coast of Florida that will drive the 
rain northeast from us and in that way we 
may be slighted, All the rest of the cotton 
country has had rain, and the cotton, while 
it is growing perhaps faster, does not give 
promise of being a better crop than Georgia 
will have.” 

Mr. Hunt pulled out his book in which 
the records are kept and began to figure out 
the records of rainfall since 1893. 

“The normal rainfall for Atlanta is 3.96 
for one month,” said Mr. Hurt as he began 
to examine his books, ‘‘and in April, 185, 
we had 3.84. That year closed witha 
deficiency of 18.54 in the rainfall, against 
62, Which is normal for this station. In 
April, 1894, we had 3.06 of rain and that 
bg) closed with a deficiency in the fall of 

“In April, 1895, which we all know was a 
good crop year, we had a rainfall of 5.29. 
That year also closed with a deficiency of 
7.38. So it will be seen that we began 1896 
with a deficiency of 7.48. Up to the first of 
May, of this year we have a deficiency of 
10.86, Which, added to the deticiency we 
Started out with, gave us a deficiency of 
18.24 to start on this month with. So far 
in this month we are just 1.43 behind, which 
added to 18.24, gives us 19.67 of rainfall to 
gain before we can get even.’”’ 

While this is considered quite an amount 
to be, behind on rain, Mr. Hunt does not 
seem “discouraged, and as he said, the out- 
look for the crops and better weather is 
good. The heat has not, however, slighted 
Atlanta if the rain has, and this month 
bids fair to break the May record as did the 
month just past break the April records. 

So far the hottest day this month has 
been 91 degrees on the 1(¢th, which ties the 
hottest day ever had in May, and that was 
on the 28th of May, 1891. The 17th of this 
April just passed also broke the heat re-- 
ord for that month, when it got as hot as 
S9 degrees in the shade. 

However, as will be seen by the follow- 
ing forecast, we are promised cooler weath- 
er today, and Mr. Hunt says that unless all 
indications fail we will not be disappointed. 

Following is the official report for Geor- 
gia: Fair tonight and Friday; cooler Fri- 
day The western rain area has advanced 
eastward to Mississippi and Tennessee, 
heavy falls being reported from Memphis, 
Vicksburg, and at stations in eastern Tex- 
as; heavy rains have also again fallen in 
the Missouri valley. Temperature changes 
have been unimportant. A deep and dan- 
gerous appearing storm is central over Min- 
nesota, With its course apparently toward 
the St. Lawrence valley.

HE WILL TAKE MACK 


superintendent W. 0. Connor, of Insti- 
{ute for the Deaf, Wants Him. 


WRITES OF THE STRANGE CASE 


Has Decided at Last To Take the Boy. 
Writes an Interesting Card About 
the Little Fellow. 


Superintendent W. O. Connor, of the 


’ Georgia school for the deaf at Cave Spring, 


says he will accept little Mack Woodsides 
as an inmate of that institution. 

He has been interested in the case for 
five years and agrees with the theory 
set forth in The Constitution that the boy 
is not morally r2sponsible for his acts, 
although he is perfectly sound mentally. 
This results from an utter lack of train- 
ing, and Superintendent Connor is satisfied 
that it can be remedied at Cave Spring 
in a reascrable length of time. He has 
paid several visits to the boy, and ina com- 
munication which he sent to The Consti- 
tution yesterday he gives some interesting 
information ccncerning the boy. 

Mack W oodsides jis still at large, making 
his headquarters at the police station. He 
becomes more and more troublescme every 
day and torments the officers in a terrible 
manner. He stole Patrolman Terry's pis- 
tol Wednesday afternoon and sold it fora 
nickel. How he conducted the negotiation 
ig a mystery, as he cunnot speak. After 
disposing cf the pistol he returned to po- 
lice headquarters exhibiting his nickei with 
@ great deal of glee. 

The boy spends 
around police and worries 
the officers and others greatly. Judge An- 
dy Caihoun, whose office is haunted every 
day by the little fellow, is getting iagmrtily 
tired of the depredations of the young out- 
law and is anxious to have some disposition 
made of him. 

“something must be done with 
said the judge yesterday morning. ‘He Is 
getting so troublesome that we cannot 
put up with him. It is a hard case to 
settie. It won't do any good to send the 
boy to the stockade, because he has no 
conception of what such punishment 
means; in fact, that would be bad a 
thing as we could do with him. He would 
come out at the end, ,of the term worse 
than when he went in.”’ 

Many theories as to the manner in which 
the bow shouid be treated have: been 
vanced to The Constitution. A prominent 
court official believes the boy can be taught 
by means of whipping. 

“If he was whipped every time he did a 
thing,’ said this gentleman, “he 
wouid remember it and would learn not to 
repeat the action again. Whipping would 
do the work. It might take a great deal 
of it, but would accomplish the purpose.’’ 

According to Mr. Connor’s letter to The 
Constitution, Mack Woodsides may be re- 
ceived in the institution at Cave Spring 
at any time his mother consenis to his 
removal. He says in his communication: 

“Editor Constitutfon—I read the article 
in Sunday’s Constitution on Mack Wood- 
sides, by Mr. Adamson, with much interest, 
and I think he is about correct when he 
says, in effect, that the boy’s conduct is 
caused from want of training. Of course, 
he can have no idea of right and wrong 
in his present untrained condition. I doubt 
if the mother has taught him to throw 
himself in the street and kick as he dces, 
but rather think that he did it at first 
in a fit of real passion and some kind- 
hearted person having given hira 
money, he concluded that that was a 
ee way to get it, and the mother acqui- 
ésc .

‘Mr. Adamson, however, has fallen into 
an unintentional «error when he says: ‘Tae 
superintendent of the deaf and dumb in- 
stitute has refused to grant admission 
to the little youngster.’ I became ac- 
quainted with Mack Woodsides something 
like jive years ago and have kept track 
of him ever since. The first time I saw him 
he had a tight chain locked around his 
ankle, the cther end of which was siapled 
to the fioor. His mother said she had to 
do this because it was the cnly way she 
could keep him. On the 27th day of June 
1894, application was made in forin by 
Mrs. Woodgsides fer his admission into the 
institution, and she was notified to send 
him at the opening of the next term in 
September, provided he could care for 
himself in the sense that other children 
of similar ege care for themselves. This 
eing strictly a special school for the edu- 
eation of those persons who are too deaf 
‘oO receive instruction in the public schools, 
as you will see from the inclosed circular, 
ro children are received who require spe- 
Gal attendants or nurses, as the state ap- 
fropriates no money for this purpose. At 
the proper time I notified Mrs. Woodsides 
0? the date of the opening of the term, 
bit she failed to send him. Again in the 
summer of 1895 I did the same thing. The 
mother replied that she preferred keeping 
hm at home a while longer. 

‘Several weeks ago I visited the boy, 
who was then in confinement in the sta- 
tien house, and from his appearance I 
theught there would be no trouble about 
edicating him. We. never undertake to 
determine the ment@l make up of a boy 
or girl, however,. without giving him or 
her an actual prolonged trial in the school- 
room, always giving the child the benefit 
ef the doubt. I spent nearly a day in 
Atlanta trying to arrange for some perma- 
nert home for Mack, but did not succeed. 
We have two girls in school from Macon, 
one from the orphans’ home and the other 
from the Home for the Friendiess, to 
which places they return for the vaca- 
tion. I had several interviews with Mrs. 
Woodsides, who seems to have sole care 
of her boy and_without whose consent he 
cannot be takeh to school, and she did 
not seem willing for him to come. As it 
was late in the term—only about a month 
remaining—I did not urge the matter. 50, 
in summing up, vou will see that .instead 
of refusing admission to this. boy, Wwe 
have for some time been trying to get him 
into the school. 

“When we hear of a deaf child any- 
where we invariably go to work at once 
trying to get the parents to avail them- 
selves of the benefits of this school] estab- 
lished by the state. We have no disposi- 
tion to refuse admission to any child at 
the proper time that is entitled to admis- 
sion, and could not do so if we had the 
disposition. 

“Thanking you in advance for this op- 
rortunity of throwing light on the Mack 
Woodsides question, I am, very truly, 

“WwW. O, CONNOR, Principal.” 

The nature of the school is shown by 
the following extracts from its prospec- 
tus; 

“As its name implies, this ts strictly a 
school for the education of deaf persons, 


and in no sense an asylum, aS many are 


pleased to term it; neither is it a charitable 
institution, any more than the colleges at 
Athens and at Dahlonega, the School of 
Technology ana the Girls’ Industrial school 
are charitable institutions; a public school, 
pure and simple, and was established for 


the benefit of such persons 

to be instructed by the me 

the other public schools 

whether they are possessed of speec 
them after becoming deaf or not. 

“As far as thelr individual capacity 
will admit, the pupils are taught the use 
of the English language, which is the 
primary object of their education. Besides 
this they are taught arithmetic, geography, 
grammar, history, philosophy, penmanship, 
ete. On Sunday a lecture is delivered to 
them on scripture in the sign language, 
and they are required to recite from the 
International Sunday school lessons. 

“In the mechanical department the boys 
are taught shoemaking, and the girls sew- 
ing of various kinds and the cutting and 
fitting of garments. 

“All deaf persons of the state who are 
over eight and under twenty-seven years 
of age, mentally and physically in a condl- 
tion to receive instruction profitably, and 
free from any immoral conduct or conta- 
gious disease, are entitled to all the bene- 
fits of the school, free of charge, abso- 
lutely no fee of any kind being required, 
for a term of seven years. Parents or 
guardians are expected to furnish satis- 
factory evidence of the above facts. In 
case of inability to clothe the applicant 
a certificate of the fact must be presented, 
signed by the ordinary of the county, with 
the seal of office attached, when the cloth- 
ing will be furnfshed at the expense of the 
state. All pupils are furnished shoes from 
the shop free of cost.”

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DEBS ON HIS ORDER| 


He Says That It Is Growing All Over 
the South. 


HE BOYCOTTS THE PULLMANS 


A 


Does No One Any Harm and Gratifies 
Himself, He States—Talks of the 
Labor Situation. 


Eugene V. Debs still has a boycott on 
against the Pullman cars. However, it is 
just an individual boycott. Members of 
his organization are free to ride in Pull-. 
mans if they see fit. 

“It does not hurt Pullman, and it does 
giv: me satisfaction,’ said the president of 
the American Railway Union yesterday. 

He finds it uncomfortable some times, 
but he sticks to his resolution not to pat- 
ronize the Pullman company. Here in the 
south, where the jumps between towns are 
long he must either travel by day or lose 


‘sleep. For ten days before he came to At- 


lanta he had been traveling by night and 
losing sleep sitting up. Being compietely 
worn out when he reached Atlanta, he 
avoided the big hotels and went to the Tal- 
madge house to get quiet and a chance to 
rest and sleep. Yesterday afternoon he left 
for Mecon, where he was announced to 
spend last night. 

A representative of The Constitution ask- 
ed him how this order was getting on in the 
south, ‘It is growing steadiiy,’’ he replied. 
“When I was down in the winter Macon 
had only eleven members. Now we have 
300 there. We have two organizers at work 
in Georgia and they are building up the un- 
ion all the time. 

‘The situation over the country is peace- 
ble,’’ said Debs. He said that he is not pre- 
paring for a strike on the Great Northern, 
as kas been reported. Strikes are bad 
things, he says. Sometimes, though, it is 
worse not to strike than to strike. Arbi- 
tration is best for employer and labor. 

Debs pointed to the discharge of the thir- 
ty-four engineers on the Plant system as an 
evidence of the need for a strong organiza- 
tion to demand justice for labor. He com- 
mented on Mr. Plant calling the Waycross 
Sunday meeting of his men, giving them a 
pleasant talk and then firing the commit- 
tees of engineers upon his return to New 
York. 

Mr. Debs goes from Macon to Columbus 
and Montgomery. He expects to return 
here in about two weeks. He says that he 
is going to have the American Railway Un- 
ion strongly organized in the south before 
the summer is over. 

Another for Galveston. 

Houston, Tex., May 14.—The Galveston, 
Houston and La Porte road has been open- 
ed from Houston to Galveston and regular 
service inaugurated. The road is fifty-five 
miles long and enters the Island City over a 
magnificent new bridge. This makes four 
roads running between Houston and Gal- 
veston. The new line is formed by a con- 
solidation of the Houston Belt and Magno- 
lia, the La Porte, Houston and Worthern, 
anil the North Galveston, Houston and 
Kansus City. The road is at present in the 
hands of Receivers M. T. Jones and T. W. 
Hcuse. It is rumored that the Southern 
Pacific may purchase the property in order 
to get another gulf port outlet. Another 
conjecture is that the Rock Island people 
may rurchase both this road and the Hous- 
ton, East and West Texas, which runs to 
Shreveport. 

Concessions from Mexico. 

The Southern Pacific has obtained a con 
cessign from the Mexican government to 
build lines as follows: 

From the City cf Mexico to Picdras Ne- 
gras; from a point on the main line to 
some i port on the gulf of Mex- 
ico between Maiamoras and Vera 
Cruz, and from a point on the main line toa 
Pacific port, be¢ween Mazatian and Zihuata- 
nejo. The road is to have the right of 
building branches not exceeding 170 kilo- 
meters in length to any of the above new 
roads. These are plans that will afféct all 
railway enterprises in Mexico to an impor- 
tant extent. 


PASSENGER MEN. 


Mr. Daniels Gives Some Interesting 
Advice to Young Men. 

General Passenger Agent George H. Dan- 
fels, of the New York Central, gives some 
good advice to young men in his branch 
of the service. Writing of the ‘“‘Successful 
Passenger Man,”’ Mr. Daniels says: 

“There are five requisites to the success 
of any man who wishes to be an efficient 
representative of the passenger department 
of a great rail d: 

“Knowledge of the line, its facilities and 
its connections. 

“Industry. 

“Affability and courtesy. 

*‘Promptness. 

‘“‘Honesty. 

“Knowledge—A thorough knowledge of 
the line of road is of prime importance to 
one who desires to attaiz success in pas- 
senger business—knowledge of the facili- 
ties, of the connections, train service, 
points of interest, etc.; in addition should 
be had a general knowledge of the same 
features of the immediately connecting 
lines, particularly so far as through car 
service is conducted. Incidentally the gtu- 
dent will find it of great advantage to be 
at least fairly well informed on the geog- 
raphy of the country, the location of the 
cities and towns of prominence especially, 
as well as their distance from the large 
commercial centers, the time occupied in 
reaching them, the various routes by which 
they can be reached, their chief attrac- 
tions, etc. 

“While travel in the ordinary day coaches 
may not be quite so comfortable as in 
sleeping and drawing room cars, the op- 
portunities presented for the accumulation 
of information are far greater ig the 
former than in the latter and will assist 
very materially in preparing the student 
for a position where day coach travel will 
not be a necessity, or parlor car travel a 
luxury. 

‘“tndustry—An indolent person would 
never succeed aS a passenger man; passen- 
gers move, and he who would be success- 
ful in this calling must move first. 

“The true passenger man has no office 
hours; he is always on duty; his work 
begins when he wakes in the morning and 
does not cease until he closes his eyes in 
sleep at night. 

“He should be a close observer and be 
prepared to take advantage of every cir- 
cumstance that could by any chance af- 
fect his line. 

“When a passenger agent reads the paper 
in the morning, everything that,can possi- 
bly intefest his line should be taken note 


of. 

“Affability and Courtesy—If there be any 
truth in the saying that ‘Clothes oft pro- 
claim the man,’ or ‘that a mam is known 
by the company he keeps,’ it is equally 
true that the opinion of the public regard- 
ing transportation lines is generally fortm- 
ed according to the dealings with the rep- 
resentative. If a surly and-impolite agent 
or train employe has the effect of hurting 
the business of the line, the same applies 
equally well to the representative whose 
duty it is to secure traffic. Politeness and 
courtesy cost nothing, and courtesy, po- 
liteness and tact are important aids in the 
securing of passenger business. This rule 
applies alike to all employes whose du- 
ties bring them into contact with the pub- 
lic. 

‘‘Promptness—Promptness and alertness 
may be considered ossential requisites to 
the successful passenger man. He musi 
get ahead of his competitors, While com- 
petition in these days is keen and active 
in all branches of commercial and, indus- 


trial enterprises, it is particularly so in 
the effort to secure traffic for our complex 
railway systems. 

“If the sgent. learns of a family in the 
country who intend moving to the west, 
his duty is to visit them at once, give 
them all ihe information they may reed for 
their contemplated trip, and place. before 
them in the strongest manner the facilities 
of his particular line. If a convention 
is to Be held, and delegates will come from 
off his jine. the committec. must be sought 
and. visited at once, and every consistent 
effort made to induce them to use his line. 
Just so with the securing of theatrical, 
excursion and ali party business. 

“The first man in the field has the best 
chance. 

“Honesty—‘Honesty is the best policy,’ 
was written many years ago, and has come 
to be a very common expression; certainly, 
it is true in the conduct of passenger traf- 
fic. It would be the poorest kind of policy 
to dishonestly represent the facilities of a 
line. In securing passenger business for a 
railroad, subterfuge and chicanery may 
often seem to give temporary success, and 
is often mistaken for shrewdness and busi- 
ness perception. No permanent success 
can be obtained by dishonesty in passenger 
business; the public will very soon learn 
the truth regarding any statement made by 
@ passenger man, and if once deceived, 
will look with ¢uspicion upon other state- 
ments regarding the same line, that may 
be absolutely true. Misrepresentation in 
regard to time, connections, and the kind 
of service rendered, should never be. in- 
dulged in, under any circumstances; if a 
train does not make connection with ‘an- 
other, it is far better to tell the intending 
passenger the truth than to have him find 
out, when it is too,late, that he has been 
deceived.’’ 

Railway Earnings. 

The Atlenta and West Point and the 
Western of Alabama show 33 per cent in- 
crease in passenger earnings, and 12 per 
cent increase in freight earnings for last 
month over April, 1595. 

The Southern railway’s gross earnings 
for the first week in May were $322,364. 
The gross earnings from July 1, 1895, to 
May 7th were $16,691,972, a gain of more 
than $1,000,000, 

The Alabama Great Southern’s earnings 
for the first week in May were $24,951.

TO SPAN THE STREAM 


County and City Officials Desire to Bridge 
Peachtree Creek at the River. 


TAKE A DAY OFF IN THE WOODS 


A Large Party of Officials Make a 
Tally-Ho Trip to the Chattahoo- 
chee Pumping Station. 


A number of city and county officials 


spent the day yesterday on the banks of 
the Chattahoochee. 

The party left the city early yesterday 
morning in a tally-ho and returned late 
in the afternoon.; The trip was two-fold 
in purpose, and business Was intermingled 


with pleasure. 

The object of the trip out to the river, 
however, was to make an inspection of the 
waterworks’s pumping station and see what 
arrangements could be made for building 
a bridge across Peachtree creek where it 
empties its waters into the Chattanoochee, 

For a number of years there has teen 
need of a bridge at this point, as people on 
this side of the river could not cross the 
which, at the mouth, is wide and 
deep. But since the location of the prump- 
ing station at the place, the demand has 
been great, and both the city and the coun- 
tv may now join in a bridge which will 
span the turbulent and troublesome waters 
of the creek. 

The day on the river 
pleasantly. Mr. Thomas Moore, who lives 
near the river, invited the party to dine 
with him, and the officials were entertained 
in a royal manner by their hospitable host, 

A tour of the pumping station wes made, 
after which the party made a trip cown to 
the river at the point where Peachtree 
creek empties. The creek is quite wide at 
this point, and temporary logs and gang- 
Ways have all been washed away, making 
it impossible to cross the creek and con- 
tinue along the river bank. 

There is a road leading to the creek, 
and this would be used a great ccal if a 
suitable crossing could be provided, -The 
probable result of the trip made by the 
Ofticials yesterday will be the building of a 
strong and substantial bridge over the 
creeK at its mouth. 

The Bridge Is Badly Needed. 

Peachtree creek, at the point where it 
empties into the river, runs alongside the 
property of the waterworks, and employes 
and citizens living in that vicinity have 
urged the city for a long time to place a 
Suitable crossing at the place. 

Other improvements will likely te made 
at the pumping station, and the property 
of both the city and the county will be 
improved. The building of the bridge is 
said to be a necessity, and work will prob- 
ably be started at an early day. 

Who Composed the Party. 

There were fifteen in the party who went 
out yesterday. They were as follows: 

County Commissioners Forrest Adair, 
Walter R. Brown and Joseph Thompson; 
County Attorney Luther Z. Rosser and 
Clerk of the Board Kontz. The city was 
represented by Superintendent of the Water 
Board Woodward, Secretary Brown, Mr. 
Finley, Judge Hillyer, Messrs. Howell, Tol- 
bert, Erwin, Martin and Sims. : 

The party left the Kimball house at 10 
o'clock in the morning in a tallho, and the 
river Was reached over the Howell's Fer- 
ry road. 

Everything was found to be in good con- 
dition at the pumping station. and the 
machinery was working smoothly. Some 
improvements were suggested by the 1ém- 
bers of the water board. and it is expected 
several additions may be made.
